EXTRACT OF A LETTER. 
St..Pierre’s (Martinique) Dec. 17. 

The Patriotsto the number of a hundred and odd af- 
feted a defcent on the ecaft part of this ifland, in the vici- 
nity of Mount Voclin, about 20 miles caft of Fort Royal. 
The poft in the borough did not obferve the enemy’s ap- 
proach and fell back as foon as the Republicans came in 
fight of the place. ‘This event caufed much alarm in all 
parts of the ifland. The inhabitants of the invaded pa- 
rith aflembled immediately, and beigg feon after joined 
by 30 foldiers feat from Marin, ticy marched againit the 
enemy, who were already miafter of the borough, and 
protected by entrenchments and artillery which they had 
brought with them, Our people being’ ignorant of this 
where repulied with coufiderable lofs, 15 of them were 
killed or badly wounded in the attack; among the latter 
is Lord Daloufic, the commander of the expidition. 

In conlequence of this check tbe affailants thought it 
prudent to fall back to the habitation of the Glevalicr de 
Perpigna, and waited there for a reinforcement of troops, 
which arrived on the gth. 

In the night between the 7th and 8th, the Patriots burut 
two buildings and an edifice belonginging to M. Defabaye. 
This was thought to be the fignal agreed upon by the dif- 
embarked Patriots and thofe inhabiting the ifland. 

As foon as onr forces were fufficiently ftrong, they began 
to furround the borough, and prepared themfelves to bom- 
bard the place with ‘the artillery which was fent from La 
Trinitie. The Patriots finding it impoflible to efcape if 
they fhould continue any longer in the borough, refolved 
to evacuate it, which was effected in the night fiom the 
8th to the gth, under favor of very dilmal weather. They 
went to the habitation of Moqusi-Foici at the foot of 
Mount Vauclin. 

On the gth, in the moming, an old negro woman in- 
formed the befiging army, that the Patriots had left the 
borough. The militia, and M. Guzgue-Soter’s troops was 
then fent in purfuit of the enemy, whom they met, attack- 
ed, and defeated, giving no quarter, even to thofe who 
threw dowa their arms. Syme efcaped but they were 
foon overtaken and treated like the others. Almodit-all the 
Patriots who had difembarked were negroes and people of 
colour. Both, it is faid, were killed. 

The papers which were found with the Patriots, give 
the key to a horrid plot, and contain inftru@ions, wich 
make one fhuddea. It would feem that fome inhabitants 
are concerned in the plot; at leaft it is a faét that M. Cha- 
pelle, his negro woman and bafterds, have been arrefted, 
though he had behaved well at the attack of Mount Vau- 
clin. 

The patriots have left many mufkets, regimentals, and 
national cackades which weie to be deltributed among the 
negroes they expeéted would raife. But happily none of 
them ftirred, on the contrary they proved eager to do eve. 
ry thing that our army commended.
